A sensation was occasioned in Zion 
City Monday morning when the coron- 
er's jury which had been sworn into 
investigate the facta which proceeded 
the death last Saturday night of Arthur 
Heed, 22 years old, of blood poisoning 
and gangrene which had resulted from 
a wound inflicted in his arm Nov. 7, 
when he inflicted a jogged gash from a 
piece of window glass, disagreed. Five 
of them were for returning a verdict 
that the victim had died despite the 
prayers that had been offered him, but 
the sixth man, J. A. Pemell of Wnuke- 
gan, who ".had been taken to Zion by 
Deputy Coroner Conrad, held out for a 
verdict recommending that Dr. LaRose 
who had been called in, be held on a 
charge of being responsible for the 
victims death. 

Monday afternoon the body was taken 
to Waukegan and placed in the Conrad 
& Hart undertaking rooms in order that 
it might be witnessed by a new coron- 
er's jury which is to be sworn in. After 
.being viewed by the new jury the body 
•UJbe returned to Zion City and a 
ml permit issued, subject to the 
felon of the coroner's jury.

INSURGENTS STILL BUSY 

Are Lining lip for Npw fight in Gcnerar 
Assembly Next Month 



Insurgent Woodmen are getting lined 
up for a new fight in the general as- 
sembly when it moots at Springfield 
next month. They hope to presuade 
that body to write into the laws of Il- 
linois an insurance act which will re- 
volutionize fraternal order methods. 
It is the hope of the insurgents that 
members of'other societies who ore 
not satisfied with conditions as they 
exist will join them in this effort to 
secure legislation. 

Immediately after the convening of 
the assembly in January, the legisla- 
tive committee of the insurgents will 
meet at Springfield and arrange for the 
proper drafting and submission of a 
bill embodying their ideas on fraternal 
Insurance. Subcommittees will be nam- 
ed and the members of the legislature 
will be lined up. The insurgents hope 
to get strong support from the various 
party facnions which make up the as- 
sembly. 

The proposed insurgent measure pro- 
bably will contain the following pro- 
visions: 

The election of all fraternal society 
officers by popular vote instead of the 
delegate system. 

The submission to a referendum vote 
of all proposition requiring a change in 
rates or charter, a two third vote be- 
ing required to adopt. 

The convening of the head camp 
when an offer is declared vacant or a 
change is made in the policy of the 
order, if 10 per cent of the local society 
requests it. 

The changing of the terms of a policy 
or certificate after issuance without 
the consent of the member to whom 
Issued shall be a breach of contract and 
void. 

The location of the head offices of 
the body shall not be changed from one 
city to another without the consent of 
a majority of the members on the re- 
ferendum vote. 

These propositions have been ap- 
proved by some of the leaders of the 
insurgent movement and they will no 
doubt meet with the approval of the 
legislative committee. This committee 
is composed of one member of the 
Woodmen from each county in the 
state.

Monday morning of this week anoth- 
er one of the aged residents of this 
community was taken from our midst 
when Mrs. Ann M. Crowley passed to 
her reward; the cause of her death be- 
ing cerebral hemmorhage.

The case of the People of the State 
of Illinois vs. Lemon Danforth, charg- 
ed with the murder af his common law 
wife, Lulu Weaver, was opened in cir- 
cuit court Monday morning. State'e 
Attorney Dady had a mountain of evi- 
dence piled up against the negro and 
was prepared in case of conviction to 
ask the death penalty. 

At 3:15 o'clock the taking of the tes- 
timony hod been completed, all the 
witnesses having been heard from, 
Danforth himself being the last to tnke 
the stand. Immediately after he hnd 
been put through a grilling cross ex- 
amination by the State's Attorney, 
Attorney J. G. Welch, counsel for the 
negro, requested the court to declare a 
recess in onto that he might have a 
few words with his client That this 
was done in order that he might induce 
his client to change his plea from that 
of "guilty" to that of "not guilty" 
wns shown two minutes Inter when 
Danforth his head bent and his step un- 
certain re-entered the court room and 
announced to the judge that he wished 
♦n chance his plea from., "not truittv" 
to "euiltv to the choree of murder." 

Judce Whitney then Imposed sentence 
upon him as follows: "I will sentence 
vou to life imprisonment in the peniten- 
tiary, which, in my mind, is a far great- 
er punishment than death. It is my 
duty to order that you be remanded to 
the county jail and later be conveyed 
to the state prison at Joliet. It is my 
duty to sentence you to one day of sol- 
itary confinment and hard labor each 
year. I hope that the one day of soli- 
tary confinment will enable you to re- 
flect on the horror of your crime." 

This cas* has been one of the most 
sensational and interesting in Lake 
county In many years and is one of the 
county's rare murder trialB. A jury of 
twelve was selected with difficuly and 
not until 20(5 men had been examined 
by the court and counsel. Those finally 
chosen to serve were: Frank SIus- 
ser, Shields; John Foyngton, ' Ela; C. 
G. Holming, Shields; H. G. Schumach- 
er, Cuba; Wm, Rehbun, Avon; Wm. 
Miller, Antioch; E. Gruber, Cuba; E. 
L. Dubois, Libertyville; Geo. Martin, 
Shields; Alonzo Jones, Deorfield; Ed- 
ward Wagner, Fremont; T. H. Eger, 
Libertyville. 

When the last juror was selected on 
Saturday morning Judge "Whitney ad- 
journed until 9:30 Monday morning 
when the first witness took the stand. 
The twelve jurors selected were not 
permitted to return to their homes on 
Saturday night. They were held 
prisoners at the court with three bailiffs 
n constant attendance. The three 
bailiffs selected by Sheriff Elmer Green 
to guard the jury were West Gray 
Homer Cooke and Fred Rudolph. 

Each of the 206 jurors subpoenaed re- 
ceived three dollars a day and ten cents 
per mile for cur fore. The case has 
cost the countv over $1,1)00.

Plats Have Been Made and a Committee 
Will be Appointed to Fix a 
Schedule of Rates 



The board of supervisors expect to 
make thousands of dollars for the coun- 
ty from its swamp lands and when the 
committee on swamp lands sends in its 
report on the amount of land and the 
plats of it to the board, a committee 
will be appointed to look after the sale 
of it. This committee will arrange a 
schedule of prices of the different sec- 
tions of land. 

According to the supervisors residing 
in that section of the county, the land 
on an average is worth at least $20 an 
acre at the minimum which would place 
its value at approximately $274,530.80, 
which is more than quarter of a million 
of dollars. If a drainage system were 
installed, it is stated that the land 
would bring more than $500,000. 

The report of the committee will 
show that there are 7,657 07 acres of 
government land not patented, and 
6.069 acres of land belonging to the 
county under the swamp lands ast mak- 
ing a total of 13,726.54 acres of land at 
the disposal of the county. Many acres 
of this same kind- of land have been 
disposed of at $1.25 per acre, but in the 
future this land will be sold at prices 
much higher than this. The land has 
all been platted and it is known where 
every piece of land is located. 

Supervisor Edwards of the committee 
stated, "I have been fighting against 
the work of selling this land at the 
small price for the past ten years and I 
think we have now accomplished a fine 
piece of work for the countv. There is 
one island of forty acres in Fox Lake 
which alone is worth $500 an acre be- 
cause of its expensive timber, there, 
being many walnut trees of a rare 
variety. Some of the land is worthless, 
but the greater part of it has a great 
value. v. 

There are many islands in the lake 
which make beautiful island homes and 
in many places dikes can be built at a 
small expense which will keep the 
water off the land and confine it to 
stream."

The four victims of the ac- 
cident are all prominent Zion City men 
and are: 

Edward Ferry- Cement contractor* 
fractured skull, internal injuries; died 
at 1 a. m. in the hospital. 

Henry Sine— Auctioneer; fractured 
skull and internal injuries; not expect- 
ed to live. 

James Ferry-JRailway mail clerk; 
dislocated hip: body badly bruised; will 
recover.

Ferry is dead and Henry 
Sine probably will die as the result of 
the accident. Both are among Voliva's 
most bitter enemies and it was against 
them and others that Voliva recently 
issued a vituperative warning of death, 
a part of which read: 

"Unto you tools of the devil, who 
have turned many houses in Zion City 
into stinking cesspools by inviting here 
a lot of lowdown dirty bums->you vile 
wretches ore warned that you cannot 
do these things and escape the judg- 
ment of God.

Mr. Neal 
was not obliged to be placed in bed al- 
though his injuries caused him to limp 
painfully.

His 
family were with him to the last.

Kenosha county is going to expend at 
least $38,000 for the improvement of 
highways in the county during the com- 
ing year at the meeting of the county 
board on Friday afternoon a levy of 
$1G,800 was voted for highway taxes 
and this will be sufficient to take care 
of all the appropriations mode by the 
towns in the county and the "forced" 
appropriations brought as a result of 
money being raised among the property 
owners. The State Highway Commis- 
sion has appropriated $5,800 for Ke 
nosha county for highways during the 
coming year, but A. R. Hirst, engineer 
ot the board recently declared while in 
Kenosha that a special act would be 
asked from the legislature setting aBido 
money enough to make up the deficien- 
cy in counties and that Kenosha county 
would eventually get from the state the 
same amount appropriated by the 
county. This will make a total of more 
tean $50,000 to be spent for highways 
in the county during the coming year. 
Of this amount tho city of Kenosha 
will contribute $9,400, and under the 
provisions of the state aia law none .of 
this money can be spent within the 
limits of the city or any other Incorpor- 
ted town.

"Washington, Dec. 11.— The protest 
of Great Britain against the principle 
of frco tolls' for American ships In an 
American canal was nied olllclally 
hero Monday with Secretary Knox, 
nnd simultaneously In the British par- 
liament, tho main points In tho pro- 
tost being that such free tolls are a 
clear violation of the Clayton-Bulwer 
and Hay-Pauncefote treaties. 

Tho case of Great Britain was pre- 
pared by Sir Edward Grey, minister of 
forolgn affairs, and was communicated 
to Secretary Knox by Mr. JarueB 
Bryce, tho British ambassador, ac- 
companied by the counsellor of tho 
British embassy, Mr. Mitchell Innes. 
It Is only a ilction of diplomacy to 
say that tho protest was made known 
hero only now. Tho president has 
been aware of the protest, and has 
been considering it for some weeks, 
according to two of his cabinet offi- 
cers, and ho hns had the answer un- 
der advisement. 

• Summarized, this government Is 
from now on officially engaged on tho 
solution of two questions arising out 
of the protest: 

Firs t— "Whether it presents an arbi- 
trable question. 

Second— Whether the United States 
■will submit the matter to arbitration.

Baldwin, Mich., Dec. 10.— The Jury 
In the case of Oscar N. Auorbach of 
Chicago, charged with tho murder of 
his buBlnesB partner, Harry W. Fish- 
er, also of Chicago, supposedly to 
profit with Mrs. Fisher from tho $300.- 
000 life Insurance carried by Fisher, 
brought in a verdict of guilty of mur- 
der In the first dogreo Sunday. Auer- 
bach collapsed when he heard the 
verdict, and haB suffered a similar 
breakdown once since. The case un- 
doubtedly will bo appealed to tho su- 
premo court The Jury was out twelve 
hours. 

Harry W. Fisher waa shot on Sep- 
tember 19 whllo In a field on tho 
Auerbach-Fisher fruit farm, about 
seven miles from Baldwin. Ho and 
Auerbach had left the farm houso 
1- tho morning, ostensibly on a hunt- 
ing trip. Birds and rabbits wero tho 
only game In the neighborhood, yet 
they carried but ono gun between 
them, and that a largo calibor rifle, 
with only three or four rounds of am- 
munition. 

Auerbach was the man who report- 
ed the shooting, explaining that it was 
accidental, he having stood tho rlflo 
against a troe to roll a cigarette and 
it having fallen nnd been discharged. 
Experts on gunshot wounds testified 
that tho bullet entered Fisher's back 
at an angle Impossible from a gun 
falling under the "conditions described 
by Auerbach.

It was for this reason tho gov- 
ernment first undortook tho experi- 
ment of raising reindeer on tho bar- 
ren slopes of Alaska, Tho scheme haa 
now progressed far beyond tho ex- 
perimental Btago, and tho men who 
have chargo of it say that reindeer 
beef will cut a big figure in tho future 
supply of America, 

Officials at .Washington say that in 
Iobb than 20 years. If tho increase con- 
tinues at tho present rato, thoro will 
bo more than 2,000,000 prlmo beef rein- 
deer in Alaska, upon which tho peoplo 
of America can dopond for much of 
their flesh diet In tho future. 

Relndeor meat is now considered a 
delicacy by epicures, and 1b only Bold 
at leading hotels and restaurants. In 
flavor tho meat la a ' cross between 
mutton and beef, but is oven more pal- 
atable than either. Reindeer can bo 
raised for tho market much moro 
chqaply than cattle, because they will 
thrive on wastes so barren th^t even 
goata would starve to death. Tholr 
principal food Is the moss which 
grows only In the far north. There 
are more than 40,000 square mUea of 
frozen tundra, or moss-covered ground,
